from the effects of what is improperly 
called "over work" coanot be obtained 
by simply "going away for change," or 
by indulgence in.idleness. A new form 
of exercise is necessary, and the mode 
of action chosen must be one that sup- 
plies moderate exercise to the very pah 
of the system which is required to "rest 
and restore." 


Health-seeker* often err in trying to 


recover their powers by simple diversion 
of energy.
